Texas legislators say they 
oppose any plan for federal 
gasoline rationing because it 
will strangle the state’s rural 
econom y and cause un­ 
warranted traffic problems 
in urban areas. 
House members voted 93- 
35 T hursday 
to send a 
message to Congress asking 
for rejection of any energy 
proposals 
providing 
for 
gasoline rationing or 
for 
cutting the oil depletion al­ 
lowance. 
The proposal, due Senate 
consideration Monday, also 
asks the federal government 
to withhold fuel allocations 
from states which refuse to 
perm it 
offshore oil 
ex­ 
ploration or refinery con­ 
struction 
for 
energy 
production. 
“What we are trying to do 
is encourage some of our 
northeastern states to see if 
there isn’t something more 
they can do to get their own 


energy,” said Rep 
Bill 
Coodv D-Weatherford. 
Rep. 
Jon 
Newton. 
D- 
Beeville, 
one 
of 
the 
resolution’s sponsors, said 
northeastern states are now 
consuming energy produced 
in 
T exas, 
but 
are 
not 
producing 
any 
energy 
resources on their own. 
“We're using up our re­ 
sources and in IO or 15 years 
they (northeastern states) 
are going to have to start 
drilling and we’re going to be 
buying energy back from 
them at about live times the 
rate they’re giving us now,”

Private industry groups will 
spend $12.5 billion for the 
same purposes, a study by 
the firm indicates. 


“ Don’t pay more tax than 
you ow e” is good advice, and 
a fair amount of knowledge 
of the correct rules in filing 
federal income tax returns 
usually 
pays off for the 
average 
taxpayer, 
says 
Commerce Clearing House, 
national reporting authority 
on tax and business law. 
T h e 
f o l l o w i n g 
m iscellan eou s tax item s 
could affect the amount of 
taxes you pay and should not 
be overlooked. 
For instance, you have the 
opportunity to “average” in­ 
come for tax purposes if you 
had a big jump in income in 
1974, including income from 
capital gains, wagering, or 
gifts or inheritances And in 
so doing, you can get a lower 
tax bill. The privilege ap­ 
plies if your 1974 adjusted 
taxable income is at least 
$3,001 greater than 120 per 
cent of your average income 
for 
the 
preceding 
four 
years. 
Example: If your average 
income for 
1970-1973 was 
$18,000, you need adjusted 
gross income of $24,601 in 
1974 to qualify for averaging 
benefits (120 per cent of 
$18,000, plus $3,001). 
The 50 per cent maximum 
rate on earned income can 
be used as an alternative to 
averaging o n e’s incom e. 
Under this election, the law 
permits an individual to use 
a tax rate ceiling for his 
earned income — wages, 
salaries, professional 
fees 
and other compensation for 
personal services. Under the 
ceiling, such income is taxed 
at not more than 50 per cent 
(which contrasts with the 
highest possible tax rate of 
70percent). Thus,only high- 
income taxpayers benefit — 
a single person with earned 
taxable income over $38,000, 
a m arried person (joint 
return is necessary) with 
earned taxable income over 
$52,000, 
and 
a 
head-of- 
household taxpayer with 
earned taxable income over 
$38,000. 
For smaller taxpayers, a 
point should be noted for 
medical expense deductions. 
Don’t overlook the fact that 
the law permits one-half of 
m e d i c a l 
i n s u r a n c e 
premiums for the taxpayer, 
his spouse and dependents, 
(with the total 
deduction 
limited to not more than $150 
per year) to be deducted 
outside of the three per cent 
floor on other medical ex­ 
penses. Also, don’t forget 
that transportation expenses 
essential for medical care — 
for example, the cost of bus, 
train, taxi fares and gas, oil, 
parking fees, etc. —are 
deductible 
m edical 
e x ­ 
penses. 
Instead of taking 
your 
actual 
car- 
operating expenses, you can 
take a standard mileage rate 
of seven cents for each mile 
you use your car for medical 
purposes (parking fees and 
tolls may be deducted in 
addition to the seven cents 
per m ile). 
Another 
item 
worth 
checking is the timing of loss 


deductions. Casualty losses 
by fire, storm, shipwreck 
and the like are usually 
deductible only in the year 
they occur. A loss by theft, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, 
is 
generally deductible in the 
year it is discovered, not 
when the theft actually took 
place. But disaster losses 
( from floods, hurricanes and 
the 
like) 
rate 
special 
treatment if they occur in 
areas subsequently declared 
by the President to 
be 
disaster areas. In such case, 
the taxpayer can take the 
loss either on the return for 
the disaster year or on his 
preceding y e a r ’s return 
Often the disaster will also 
affect the taxpayer’s income 
in the loss year. Thus, under 
the option, he can take the 
loss in the previous year 
when his income was higher, 
although not in excess of the 
loss that would have been 
deductible in the taxable 
year in which the casualty 
occurred. 
While it may be stretching 
things a bit to label it a 
“m iscellaneous” tax item, 
the tax break available when 
you sell your old residence 
and buy or build a new one, 
is one of the biggest for in­ 
dividuals. If you sold your 
residence and bought a new 
one within a period begin­ 
ning one year before the date 
of the sale and ending one 
year after the sale, the gain. 
if any, will be recognized 
only to the extent the “ad­ 
justed sales price” of the old 
residence is more than the 
cost of the new one. 
The adjusted sales price is 
the amount realized (selling 
price less expense of sale), 
reduced by the total of ex­ 
penses for fixing up (within 
90 days before the contract 
of sale) the old residence in 
preparing to sell it. These 
“fixing-up” expenses must 
be paid within 30 days after 
the date of the contract of 
sale in order to qualify. 
The new residence must be 
used as your principal resi­ 
dence within one year after 
sale of your oid one, unless 
there’s new construction. If 
you build your new home and 
start 
construction 
at 
anytime before or within one 
year after sale of your old 
residence, and you use it as 
your principal resid en ce 
within 18 months after sale, 
the 
nonrecognition-of-gain 
provisions apply to all your 
capital expenditures made 
within the period beginning 
one year before and ending 
18 months after the sale. 
Taxable gain is subject to 
capital gain treatment. Loss, 
however, is not deductible 
unless the property was con­ 
verted to rental or other 
business use prior to the 
sale. 
If you were 65 before the 
date of the sale, and the 
residence was owned and 
used by you as your prin­ 
cipal 
resid en ce 
for 
an 
aggregate of at least five 
years during the eight-vear 
period preceding the sale, 
you may elect to treat the 
gain attributable to the first 
$20,000 of 
adjusted 
sales 
price 
as 
ta x free. 
This 
election is available only 
once in a lifetim e. Where the 
adjusted sales price exceeds 
$20,000, 
the 
exclu dab le 
portion is in the ratio of 
$20,000 to the adjusted sales 
price.
